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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Pierrat and Adams do 
not teach or suggest generating an interference map. This argument is respectfully found not to be persuasive for the following reasons, 
in applicant's specification on the 13th page, the last paragraph beginning "An alternative method of determining regions of positive and 
negative interference(i.e., generating an IM) is by using empiriical methods..." and on the 15th page, 3rd full paragraph beginning 
"Referring to Fig. 3(a), which illustrates the IM generated utilizing Quasar illumination..." would be understood to define interference map 
and the defining of areas of constructive interference and areas of destructive interference by the shading of the areas on the 
IM(interference map). These portions of the specification would support an interpretation of the limitation "generating an interference 
map.. .defining areas of constructive and destructive interference..." which is included the steps taught by Pierrat and stated in the Final 
Rejection, because, as pointed out in the Final Rejection, the intensity profile indicates by the differing intensities the areas of constructive 
and destructive interference. Applicant has argued that Pierrat does not teach intensity map because intensity profile does not indicate 
both positive and negative interference. This argument is respectfully found not to be persuasive because Pierrat discloses phase 
conflicts(col. 1, lines 45-47 and optical interference(col. 1, lines 52-54) and the generating of the exposure pattern(col. 4, lines 18-24) and 
a simulation of the image resulting from application of the mask(col. 6, lines 65-67 and col. 7, lines 1-3). In order to support that the 
intensity pattern provides indication of both positive and negative interference, Capodieci (US 6.037,082) shows in Fig. 3A and in Fig. 3B 
that the positive and negative interference are indicated by either increased or decreased intensity. Ma*/?**^ 
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
